SAIGON (AP) — Communist 
troopers overran a village six 
miles from the big U.S. air base 
at Bien Hoa today and held it 
for five hours in an attempt to 
score a propaganda victory. The 
U.S. Command reported the loss 
of four more jets over North 
Vietnam, boosting the number 
of combat losses in the war to 
more than 1,000 aircraft. 
U.S. forces drove the enemy 
out of the village of Tan Uyen, 
23 miles north of Saigon, at the

and eight government soldiers. 
Eleven civilians and 35 soldiers 
were wounded. Counterattack­ 
ing forces killed 19 Commu­ 
nists.

Novotny 'Out' 
As Chief of 
Czech Reds 


P R A G U E , Czechoslovakia 
(AP) — President Antonin No­ 
votny has lost his job as 
Co m­ 
munist party chief after 
16 
years and the background o f the 
new leader, Alex ander Dubcek, 
could mean a quickening o f lib­ 
eral changes, Western diplomat­ 
ic observers said today. 
Dubcek, 46 , who won the pow­ 
er struggle in a four-day secret 
party caucus, is from Slovakia, 
for years a source of anti-Stalin- 
ist ferment in Czechoslovakia. 
First reports said his backers in 
the struggle were liberal associ­ 
ates dissatisfied with the pro­ 
gress of economic and party re­ 
forms. 
The diplomatic observers ex ­ 
pressed doubt, however, that 
Dubcek would lead Czechoslova­ 
kia away from support of the 
Soviet Union and into the rene­ 
gade status of Yugoslavia or 
Romania. 
Brezhnev was known to have 
closely watched the Czech situa­ 
tion and made a hurried trip to 
Prague shortly before Christ­ 
mas, when he reportedly made 
clear he would not intervene to 
save Novotny, stigmatized by 
his rise to office during the 
repression of the Stalin era.

DETROIT (AP) — A p rop osed 
$100.000 Ford Foundation grant 
has been rejected by a militant 
Negro leader with a warning 
that Detroit may face another 
dev astating riot in the summer. 
The money was turned down 
by the Rev . Albert Cleage, a 
Black 
Power 
adv ocate 
who 
heads the Federation for Self- 
Dc‘ mination, a group estab- 
" ,ned to help rebuild Detroit’s 
Negro community . 
Cleage told newsmen Friday 
that the offer of $100,000 in 
matching funds had too many 
strings attached. The offer was 
made through the New Detroit 
Committee, a blue ribbon group 
ap p ointed by Gov . George Rom- 
ney and May or Jerome Cav a- 
nagh to coordinate rehabilita­ 
tion efforts following last sum 
mer’s costly riot. 
The riot, worst in modern 
American history , resulted in 43 
deaths, hundreds of injuries and 
thousands of arrests on charges 
ranging from murder to arson 
to looting. Prop erty damage ran 
into the hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 
Cleage. who p reaches sep arat­ 
ism, said there will be another 
riot if white leaders fail to allow 
the black community to run its 
own affairs. 
"If the white community is in­ 
telligent enough to transfer p ow­ 
er to the black community so 
that self-determination can be a 
reality , then there will be no ne­ 
cessity for a rebellion,” he de­ 
clared. 
"But if the white community 
does not do that, there will b 
another rebellion. That will not 
be my fault, that will be y our 
fault." 
Dual grants of $100.000 each 
were offered to Cleage’s federa­ 
tion and another Negro group , 
the Detroit Council of Organiza­ 
tions, which adv ocates an inte­ 
grated ap p roach to the city ’s 
p roblems. 
In announcing that funds were 
av ailable, Josep h L. Hudson Jr., 
chairman of' the New Detroit 
Committee, said that to get the 
money the two group s would 
hav e to agree to communicate 
with each ether, p ledge not to 
use the money for p olitical p ur­ 
p oses and submit to auditing 
p rocedures on how the money 
was sp ent. 
The New Detroit Committee 
can keep its strings-attached 
money ," Cleage said. 
Cleage said that two militant 
members of the New Detroit 
Committee were resigning and 
the federation was sev ering all 
relations with the committee. 
Hudson said he hop ed to meet 
with Cleage to discuss the situ­ 
ation. 
Cleage said his group would 
accep t white money "but we 
will not accep t white leadership 
and dictation—the day s of the 
p lantation are ov er.”

A Nation of Equals 


While representativ es and senators are pu t­ 
ting their thou ghts in order ab'.u t the best way 
to check Ya nkee tou rism for the sak e of the 
dollar, they shou ld remember first and fore­ 
most that this Is a nation of eq u al« . 
They shou ld ditch my su ggestion of check ing 
tcu rism with a tax on tou ring. The tax wou ld 
check only tou rists of limited means. The rich 
ones wou ld let a tax on tou rism roll off them 
lik e a $10 tip to a head waiter. 
One rich tou rist hitting posh spots and bu y ing 
merchandise as if there were no du ty to pay 
can spend mere than a dozen tou rists who mu st 
liv e within a bu dget when they go abroad. 
As long as this is a nation of eq u als, tou rism 
mu st be discou raged eq u ally . There is only one 


way to do that. 
If the gov ernment is going to interv ene, it 
mu st pu t a limit on the amou nt of money that 
can be spent ou t of the cou ntry in any giv en 
y ear by a citizen of the United States. 
The amou nt wou ld be small enou gh to cu t off 
protracted, free-wheeling tou rism. Bu t it wou ld 
not stop tou rism per se. 
This wou ld av ert the impression that the 
United States is bu ilding a wall arou nd itself. It 
is not forbidding Its citizens to do something 
that has become a cherished priv ilege. It is 
mak ing tt impossible for them to do K to ex ­ 
cess. No one can q u arrel abou t that. 
The restriction wou ld fall as heav ily on the 
rich as on Americans of moderate means. No 
other k ind cf restriction is think able. 


New Development In Vietnam 


Two new dev elopments leav e observ ers won­ 
dering a b u t the direction of the Vietnam War. 
Cambodia’s Prince Norodom Sihanou k has re­ 
lented from his firm stand on ‘ hot pu rsu it" of 
Viet Cong forces Inside his cou ntry by Ameri­ 
can troq ps. He now say s GI’s can chase Com­ 
mu nists who fee into Cambodia. 
Approv al of the American req u est for pu rsu it 
rights pav es the way for widening the war. 
Commu nist troops are k nown to be operating 
in Laos and in Thailand. It will be only a mat­ 
ter of time before strategists figu re these cou n­ 
tries shou ld be part of the battle area. 
The other new Vietnam twist is on the diplo­ 
matic front, where reports are heating u p again 
abou t Hanoi’s willingness to negotiate. These 
ru mors in the past hav e prov ed to be more hot 
air than any thing else. A ring of au thenticity is 
giv en the latest rou nd of reports becau se they 
apparently originate from the cfflce of North 
Vietnam’s foreign minister. Ngu y en Du y Trlnh. 
A French news serv ice said Trlnh remark ed 
that North Vietnam wou ld definitely tak e part 
in peace talk s if the United States u ncondition­ 
ally stopped bombing. 
- American officials mu st determine that the 
chances are that Trinh’s statement is real be­ 
fore deciding to act u pon it. There alway s is the 
risk that the whole thing is a Commu nist ru se. 


Foundation Growing 


The Salem Commu nity Fou ndation bad a good 
y ear in 1967. It can hav e a better y ear in 68, 
depending on the pu blic’s cooperation and par­ 
ticipation. 
The organization, strictly a local institu tion, 
is striv ing, as are other good citizens, to mak e 
Salem a better and happier place to liv e bu t 
its ability to help worthy local cau ses depends 
on its treasu ry which donors hav e contribu ted 
to the ex tent of $21,000. The fu nd needs to grow 
so that the amou nt will be adeq u ate to meet 
some of the fu tu re welfare needs of the city . 
Harry Krohne, retired* Salem indu strialist, 
who is serv ing as secretary -treasu rer of the 
Fou ndation, has pointed ou t that donors can 
mak e tax -free u nrestricted gifts, memorial 
gifts, special pu rpose gifts, designated gifts or 
restricted gifts, whatev er the personal desire 
of the donor. 
The Salem Fou ndation has had a hu mble be­ 
ginning, bu t no different from the You ngstown 
Fou ndation which today dispenses some $50,000 
annu a’ly for ex ceptional pu rposes. There’s no 
reason to dou bt that the Salem Fou ndation will 
be a v ital organization in Salem's fu tu re and 
the men who are tak ing time to promote it are 
tru sted, dedicated bu siness leaders. 


There also is the possibility that talk s cou ld fall 
throu gh ev en if they are started as promised 
Thu s, the United States is faced with the 
choice of ex panding the war or abandoning 
bombing in the hopes of gaining peace.

military v ictory , or is stay ing with his position 
of u sing all means to achiev e a negotiated set­ 
tlement.

VI CTOR RI ESEL 
Wirtz Hits Negro Demands 


By VICTOR RlESEL 
WASHINGTON — The federal gov ernment 
will not insist that there be specific q u otas of 
Negroes among the highly paid work f rces 
now remodeling America at the cu rrent rate of 
$76.5 billion this fiscal y ear. 
The gov ernment will not in­ 
sist that in ev ery step of ev ­ 
ery job in ev ery phase of 
bu i l d i ng and constru ction 
there shall be representations 
cf minorities - N e g r oe s , 
P u e r t o Ricans, Mex ican-A- 
mericans, Indians or Orien­ 
tals. 
T h r ou g h the melliflu ou s 
words of the Administration's 
most winsome orator, Labor Secretary Willard 
Wirtz, the message is that the gov ernment will 
recognize that “whatev er ru les we dev ise by 
statu te, r e g u l a t i on, by -laws and ccntracts 
(they ) hav e to be su fficiently flex ible that they 
will reflect the fact of life, which is that any of 
those things are only means and not ends that 
hav e to be adopted to particu lar situ ations." 
Mr. Wirtz has said that the regu lations cov er­ 
ing the hiring of Negroes and their entry Into 
the sk illed AFL-CIO u nions mu st be adminis­ 
tered "on what is a case by case and person by 
person basis." 
Mr. Wirtz, one of the most agile and intellec­ 
tu al of the President’s cabinet, will need all his 
philosophical and persu asiv e powers to k eep 
from being grou nd down in his effort to av ert 
Negro direct action, warm weather demonstra­ 
tions, pick eting and cou nter mass pick eting by 
the AFL-CIO, and political flagellation by both 
sides. 
Talk ing recently to leaders of the 18-u nion 
AFL-CIO Bu ilding and Constru ction Trades 
Dept.’s 3.5 million members, Wirtz startled 
S'-me of them who long hav e considered him 
"the enemy ." 
‘ I WANT TO MAKE IT dead clear," said he, 
“that I think it is an error to approach this 
problem or any other aspect of this problem in 
terms that mean a nu mber of people, one or 
more Negroes or whites or any body else, as 
being req u ired on ev ery single situ ation. It’s a 
req u irement for too mu ch; it’s a req u irement 
for too little. It’s a req u irement that is cast in 
an entirely wrong term. It inv olv es q u otas in 
one form cr another and as far as I am con­ 
cerned — and I k now I speak for y ou — that is 
simply the wrong approach and we hav e got to 
find a better one." 
And he will try . On or abou t Jan. 16, the La­ 
bor Secretary and a Bu ilding and Constru ction 
Trades Dept, committee will sit and talk abou t 
the flash fire issu e of pu tting Negroes on all 
federal constru ction projects where the contract 
is for $1 million or more. 
Ju st how short the fu se is at the NAACP has 
not y et been determined. Its ex ecu tiv e director, 
Rcy Wilk ins, is a moderate. Bu t at the AFL- 
CIO conv ention he challenged the nation’s labor 
leaders right on the conv ention floor to open the 
constru ction jobs to tens of thou sands of 
Negroes. 
Last Ju ne he alerted the NAACP’s 
1,500 
branches to mak e an inv entory of sk illed Negro 
work ers in each region. He warned that all 
pu blic constru ction wou ld be stopped u nless 
many Negrces were hired. His stormier col­ 
leagu e, Herb Hill, the Assn.’s labor secretary , 
said tersely : "No Negroes, no work ." 
Last Nov ember the Bu ilding and Constru ction 
u nion leaders inv ited Wirtz to talk to their 
conv ention. He demu rred, say ing he had agreed 
to address the big AFL-CIO gathering a few 
day s later. 
BUT HE FINALLY AGREED to say a few 
weeds of greeting to the Bu ilding u nion conv en­ 
tion. Then, according to one u nion chief, "he 
came down and sensed the u nrest among u s 
and the Metal Trades Dept. (AFL-CIO)." 
"He conferred with u s priv ately both before 
and after the fu ll speech he finally deliv ered to 
ou r conv ention (not to be mistak en for the Na­ 
tional AFL-CIO Sev enth Conv ention a week lat­ 
er)." 
"Ou r position is," said a bu ilding craft u nion 
spok esman, "that if the Negro organizations 
giv e u s a breather we will find the way to bring 
in q u alified Negro jou rney men and go right into 


the slu m areas and train y ou ng disadv antaged 
Negroes for the trades. Bu t we can’t hav e ama­ 
teu rs rebu ilding ou r cities, doing work req u iring 
high sk ills u nder modem technology and we 
told Wirtz that.” 
What also has distu rbed the labor leaders is 
the sentiment in some ju dicial circles as well ss 
the regu lations promu lgated by laber depart­ 
ment bu reau s which insist that Negroes be 
hired ev en if they are not u nion members. 
It was du ring his u nreported speech at Bal 
Harbou r at the end of Nov ember that Wirtz at­ 
tempted to contain all the resentments. It was 
then that he pledged there wou ld be no q u otas 
— say ing that thou gh su ch acticn had been tak ­ 
en by the gov ernment (his own Department of 
Labor) in Clev eland and Philadelphia, this was 
du e to the ex igencies there at the moment. 
“As far as federal contract compliance,” 
Wirtz said, "I ju st want to say sq u arely , in the 
simplest possible way , that I think any ru le 
which prov ides that there mu st be one or any 
other nu mber of people of one or any other 
race in ev ery craft, on ev ery job, is wrong and 
it won’t work . It’s a wrong approach to this 
whole problem 
. . . " 
t

He u rged they talk things ou t as new answers 
and regu lations are dev eloped. He told them 
that they nev er hav e balk ed at cooperating on 
the racial front when it was all discu ssed and 
dev eloped in adv ance. 
"You rightfu lly resent it (when the v iew is 
ex pressed) that the bu ilding and constru ction 
trades are opposed to this k ind of program, civ ­ 
il rights or another. So far as I k now, there has 
nev er been opposition to a program which has 
been talk ed throu gh with y cu in adv ance." 
So they will talk it all ou t shortly . He has 
said that the answer the gov ernment has 
work ed ou t, insisting on one rig:d way of ob­ 
taining minority jobs, is by no means right, at 
least as a permanent answer. 
The NAACP say s the gov ernment ju st has no4 
been tou gh enou gh. The labor leaders say the 
gov ernment has been too tou gh, too fast, too in­ 
ex perienced. 
It look s lik e a warm Janu ary .

Second 
Thoughts 


Gen. de Gau lle may be hav ing second 
thou ghts abou t the United States, and the 
French people may be doing some new think ing 
abou t the general as a conseq u ence cf Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s annou ncement that tou rist trade 
ou tside the Western Hemisphere will be res­ 
tricted. 
No cou ntries were mentioned in the plan to 
redu ce tou rist spending abroad, and no gov ern­ 
ment was blamed fer the crisis which has de­ 
v eloped ov er the dollar. 
Viewing the situ ation retrospectiv ely , howev ­ 
er, the President might not hav e fou nd it neces­ 
sary to tak e su ch seriou s measu res of limitation 
as were annou nced on New Year’s Day if 
France had co perated with the United States 
after Britain dev alu ed the pou nd, 
The French, on the contrary , did ev ery thing 
they cou ld to damage the prestige of the dollar 
and to start specu lators in their driv e to redu ce 
its gold v alu e. 
President Johnson spok e cf many things nec­ 
essary to maintain the stability of the interna­ 
tional monetary sy stem. He said. “The U.S. 
Dollar is the bu lwark ." 
He emphasized that the time has come to 
"engage the cooperation of other free natiens, 
whose stak e in a sou nd international monetary 
f-y stem is no less compelling than ou r own." 
While the bu siness world regards some cf the 
measu res as painfu l, it recognizes that what the 
President ou tlined may be the beginning of a 
far-reaching readju stment in world trade. 
Not only are U.S. Inv estments abroad to be 
limited, bu t apparently the United States is not 
going to redu ce its tariffs while foreign cou n­ 
tries erect new barriers. 
Mr. Jchnson said on this point: 
"American commerce is at a disadv antage 
becau se of the tax sy stems of some of ou r trad­ 
ing partners. Some nations giv e across-the- 
board tax rebates on ex ports which leav e their 
ports and impose special border tax charges cn 
ou r goods entering their cou ntry . 
* International ru les gov ern these special tax ­ 
es u nder the general agreement on tariffs and 
trade. These ru les mu st be adju sted to ex pand 
international trade fu rther." 
The United States may endeav or to stablize 
imports cf certain produ cts — particu larly steel 
— which now are competing with American 
goods within this cou ntry . There is no intention 
to cu t down su ch trade, bu t merely to limit in­ 
coming q u antities. 
As for U.S. inv estments in foreign cou ntries, 
these hav e had a constru ctiv e resu lt both way s, 
and billions in tax money is coming to the U.S. 
Treasu ry from companies ov erseas. It is u nfor­ 
tu nate that restrictions hav e been fou nd neces­ 
sary . 
The United States might hav e been able to 
av oid these restraints if the international gold 
pool had been able to su pport the dollar with 
the cooperation of France. 
It will be recalled that the French annou nced 
that they had stopped participating in the pool, 
and this had an u nfav orable effect on the dol­ 
lar. It made foreign holders of claims cn the 
dollar apprehensiv e. 
International cu rrencies are an ex ceedingly 
delicate matter, and France cou ld hav e play ed 
a u sefu l role in su pporting the dollar. Now, in­ 
stead, the French find themselv es with the 
prospect of a diminished tou rist trade. This 
cou ld awak en the French people to the fact that 
nationalism can go too far and resu lt in self-in­ 
ju ry . 
There is a feeling in Washington that the 
President’s mov es are preliminary to others far 
more drastic which may become necessary to 
k eep the dollar from declining fu rther in the 
mcney mark ets of the world.

WASHINGTON - Since the 
So cial Security sy stem is de­

Q — Our well water is» very 
hard.

Q — My husband has had.

ter. Is it harmful in any way ? 
A—I am advised that abo ard 
naval vessels o ur sailo rs drink 
distilled water fo r mo nths o n 
end witho ut harm and witho ut 
adding minerals to the water 
o r their diet. Distilled 
water 
sho uld be a distinct advantage 
fo r a perso n who has a tenden­ 
cy to fo rm calcium o r magne­ 
sium sto nes in the kidney . 
Q — What is the difference 
between phlebitis and varico se 
veins? What causes them? 
A — Phlebitis is an inflam­ 
matio n o f a vein usually asso ­ 
ciated with clo tting inside the 
vein. It is caused by infectio n 
o r by slo wing o f the circulatio n 
and o ften fo llo ws an o peratio n 
o r child-birth. 
Varico sity is a dilatio n 
and 
elo ngatio n o f a vein caused by 
failure o f the valves in the 
walls o f the veins. This in turn 
is caused by pregnancy o r by 
lo ng perio ds o f standing in o ne 
place. The elo ngated veins be­ 
co me to rtuo us. 
Q—Recently my husband no ­ 
ticed small lumps o n his chest 
which his do cto r remo ved. The 
patho lo gist said it was Mo n- 
do r’s disease. Our do cto r say s 
this is a rupture o f blo o d ves­ 
sels. Ho w serio us is it? 
A — Mo ndo r’s disease is an 
inflammatio n o f the superficial 
veins o f the chest. The cause 
is a slo wing o f the circulatio n 
in the affected veins. The usual 
treatment is to give antico agu­ 
lants and to remo ve the diseas­ 
ed veins. The disease is serio us 
o nly if it spreads to the deeper 
vins. Leading a phy sically ac- 
veins.

This idea go es against the 
grain with tho se defenders o f 
the sy stem who want it to stay 
what it is — a pro gram to pro ­ 
tect peo ple against the risk o f a 
decline in earnings as they age, 
but no t a pro gram to reward 
them simply fo r getting o ld.

No matter ho w much mo ney 
y o u make in any o ne y ear, 
y o u can get the full So cial Se­ 
curity benefit y o u’d be entitled 
to in co mplete retirement — fo r 
any mo nth in which y o ur earn­ 
ings do no t exceed $140. The 
o ld figure in 1967 was $125.

wo rker o f 
retirement 
age fro m sudden dips o r lean 
perio ds in earning po wer. 
These same rules apply if 
y o u are self-emplo y ed. But even 


go o d deal mo re than $1,660 a 
y ear and still get so me retire­ 
ment benefit, tho ugh naturally 
it is reduced pro gressively as 
y o ur to tal o f earnings rises. 
Fo r instance, a man at re­ 
tirement age who earns $3.000 
a y ear and wo uld get $4,200 
annually in benefits if fully re­ 
tired wo uld still get y early 
benefits o f $3,480 
Even a man In that benefit 
catego ry who made $6,000 a 
y ear wo uld get $480 in y early 
benefits. 
The mo nth y o u reach the age 
o f 72, the ceiling o n earnings 
is lifted. Thereafter, y o u get 
y o ur full benefits no matter ho w 
much y o u make.
